EMBALMING TU>: DEAD.—A Washing- 


ton correspondent gives the following ac- 
count of the process of embalming adopted 
there : 


The body is placed'on nn inclined plat- 


form ; the mouth, ears, nose, &c., are stop- 
ped with cotton ; if wounded, cotton is put 
in the wound, and a piaster is put on; an 
incision is made in the wrist, the attach- 
ment is made from an air-pump, and fluid 
injected from the arturiea.

then sewed up, and the body hoisted up to 
dry. 
To save the eyes from sinking in, 


wax is put under the eyelids. 
The hair I 


found to come out very easy, but after the 
embalming it could not be removed. 
The 


bodies take on an average about seven 
quarts, but Gen. Lander's took seventeen 
quarts. 
There were some eight bodies ou 


hand ; some had been there thirty d;iys.— j 
The operatives say in four months the body 
will become solidified like marble, but no 
chance has yet been had to prove it. Col.
